Response to Amendment 

The amendment filed on 1 1/12/2009 lias been entered. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1 , 3, 4, 6, 8, 9, and 1 1-23 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons 

for allowance: 

Regarding claim 1 , the prior art of record does not teach or suggest the invention of an EL element 
having a first film substrate, an EL part, and a sealant layer, the EL part including a first and second 
electrode, and an insulating layer pattern, the insulating layer pattern separates the entirety of the EL layer 
from the first and second electrode, along with other claimed limitations. Claims 3,4,11, and 22 are 
allowed due to claim dependency. 

Regarding claim 6, the prior art of record does not teach or suggest the invention of an EL element 
having a first film substrate, an EL part, and a sealant layer, the EL part including a first and second 
electrode, and an insulating layer pattern, the insulating layer pattern separates the entirety of the EL layer 
from the first and second electrode, along with other claimed limitations. Claims 8, 9, and 23 are allowed 
due to claim dependency. 

Regarding claim 12, the prior art of record does not teach or suggest the invention of an EL 
element having a first film substrate, an EL part, and a sealant layer, the EL part including a first and 
second electrode, and an insulating layer pattern, the insulating layer pattern separates the entirety of the 
EL layer from the first and second electrode, along with other claimed limitations. Claims 1 3-1 6 are allowed 
due to claim dependency.

Regarding claim 17, the prior art of record does not teach or suggest the invention of an EL 
element having a first film substrate, an EL part, and a sealant layer, the EL part including a first and 
second electrode, and an insulating layer pattern, the insulating layer pattem separates the entirety of the 
EL layer from the first and second electrode, along with other claimed limitations. Claims 18-21 are allowed 
due to claim dependency.
